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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The applicants argue that Hughes failed to teach synchronization in time of the adjustment of the geometry of the aperture and the 
movement of the radiation source. This argument is not persuasive. As indicated in the previous office action, a multileaf collimator 
having an adjustable aperture is adjusted to modulate a radiation beam at each gantry angle to irradiate a target such that a different 
radiation distribution is provided to the target at each gantry angle (column 3, lines 61 - 66). Hughes specifically taught that the gantry and 
the collimator are both in motion during the radiation treatment (column 4, lines 10-13). Since each treatment radiation field must be 
precisely delivered at each gantry angle, the adjustment of the collimator and the movement of the radiation source (rotation of the gantry) 
must be synchronized in time. For the above reason, the rejections are being maintained. 
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
